THE ADMIRALTY ISLANDS, 
Feb. 29 (Delayed) (AP).—Big, 
brawling cavalrymen, trained on 
the rough and tumble Texas bor- 
der, stormed ashore on Los Negros 
Island of the Admiralty group at 
8:15 a. m. today. One hour and a 
half later they had captured Mo- 
mote airfield, 

Their brilliant move was accom- 
plished with negligible loss. 
Known Japanese casualties in the 
first few hours- were 73 dead, 

The dismounted cavalrymen, 
’ eomponents of the First Cavalry 
Division, went ashore in small’ 
boats that weathered intense fire | 
from Japanese shore guns. The) 
first wave made it without a. 
scratch, but the second and third | 
waves were caught in heavy fire. | 
One of them hdd to turn back 
momentarily, but finally reached 
the island after a Navy gunner 
had been killed. 

The smooth landing caught the 
Japanese by surprise. Our convoy, 
all warships, showed up off the 
islands at dawn. The sky was 
overcast. 

Shelling of Beach, 
_. The warships spread out along| 
the beach and began pouring 
heavy shejis into the Japanese po- 
¢ witions. 

The Japanese shore guns re- 
plied. Shells churned up the wa- 
ter around several of the destroy- 
ers. One salvo came dangerously 
close to our destroyer, flagship of 
" the task force. 

Forty minutes after the naval 
shelling began it ended with the 
suddenness with which it began. 
Smoke poured from half a dozen 
places on Los Negros Island. 

Then the fast little assault boats 
put out from the destroyers which 
carried troops. The first Wave 
rendezvoused about 150 yards from 
shore and then sped toward the 
beach. Destroyers rode up close 
to shore, their guns menacing any- 
thing that the Japanese might 
care to offer. They didn’t offer 
anything. 

Treetops Raked, 

The small number of cavalry- 
men in the assault boats piled out 
on the beach and began to rip the 
tops of coconut trees with their 
rapid-fire guns to clear out. snip- 
ers. 

The empty assault boats pulled 
off for a second load. Army 
Mitchell bombers came in low to 
strafe the Japanese and drop 
bombs. The heavy bombs shat- 
tered the stillness and circles of 
smoke rose where they exploded. 

The second wave started in. The 
men were laughing and joking. Al- 
-most four years they had been 
training for this moment and here 
it was, not so bad after all.

STATE CONVENTION 
TO BE HERE APRIL 12 
Mattingly Says He Is Con- 

vinced He Will Be Re- 


elected National Com- 


mitteeman. 


Members of the Republican 
State Committee were told yes- 
terday by Chairman Grover W. 
Dalton of Poplar Bluff that they 
had a “big job ahead” if they ex- 
pected to carry Missouri 
Republican presidential nominee 
next fall. 

Dalton told the committee which 
met at Hotel Jefferson and issued 
a call for the Republican State 
Convention to be held in St. Louis 
on April’ 12, that its members 


should not be too content with 
the success the party had in the 
1942 campaign. 

“I won’t be happy until we have 
put Missouri’s electoral vote be- 
hind a Republican President,” he 
’ declared. “That will be a tre- 
mendous task. 

“Many of us are too likely to 
underestimate the strength of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. To those, 
I call attention to the fact that 
we said he could never be elected 
to a third term. To those who 
are now saying he can never be 
elected to a fourth term, let me 
say that there are now some 54,000 
Federal employes in Missouri. 
That's only 6000 less than in 1940 
when the WPA was still operating. 
Figure four votes from the fami- 
lies or friends of each employe 
and you can easily see how large 
a block of votes we've got to over- 
come at the start.” 


Mattingly Opposition Fades. 

Fifty of the 52 committee mem- 
bers attended the meeting, either 
in person or by proxy, but there 
was little evidence of the party 
fight which has been developing 
over the retention of Barak T. 
Mattingly as Republican National 
Committeeman from Missouri. 

Mattingly, whose leadership has 
been challenged because of his 
support of the candidacy of How- 
ard V. Stephens of St. Louis for 
the nomination for United States 
Senator and of Jean Paul Brad- 
shaw of Lebanon for Governor, 
said before the meeting started 
that he had talked to enough com- 
mitteemen to learn that his re- 
election was assured. The Na- 
tional Committeeman, as well as 
four delegates and four alternates 
at large, will be elected at the 
State convention, 

Possible Ferguson Test. 

Some observers thought they de- 
tected a test of strength by 
Charlies Ferguson of Willow 
Springs in the votes cast for the 
selections of the convention date 
and city. Kansas City polled 16 
votes and St. Louis 34, with Fer- 
guson voting for St. Louis. Com- 
mittee members from Northern 
and Western Missouri voted solid- 
ly for the selection of Kansas 
City. Observers said the vote rep- 
resented Ferguson strength and 
that Ferguson voted for St. Louis 
to conceal that the vote of the 
others represented a test. 

Ferguson, former chairman of 
the State committee, is now a can- 
didate for the nomination for Gov- 
ernor. He is said to have sought 
the support of Mattingly and of 
Dalton, but failed to get it. 

Western and Northern Missouri 
members showed more strength in 
their effort to get the convention 
called for April 25. They lined 
up solidly to cast 22 votes for that 
day, but were defeated by the St. 
Louis, Eastern and Southern Mis- 
sourl members, who amassed 28 
votes for April 12. 

As in 1940, the number of dele- 
gates to the convention will be 
distributed among the various 
counties in a ratio of one delegate 
to each 500 votes cast for Gover- 
nor in the preceding election. The 
total number of delegates will be 
about 1825, compared to 1400 four 
years ago. 

370 Delegates From St. Louis. 

St. Louis will have 370 delegates 
to the convention; St. Louis Coun- 
ty, 131; Kansas City, 178, and the 
remainder ‘of Jackson County, 38. 
, County committees were author- 
ized to select their delegates at 
county conventions. In St. Louis 
and Kansas City, delegates will 
be chosen at ward mass meetings. 
In St. Louis, where ward bound- 
aries have been changed, the 
mumber of delegates assigned to 
each ward will be on the basis of 
the vote cast in the precincts now 
constituting the new wards. St. 
Louis members of the state com- 
mittee were given the privilege of 
choosing whether to follow the 
old or new ward boundaries and 
selected the latter method. 

Stephens Sets Up Headquarters. 

Candidates for nominations to 
important state offices mingled 
with the committeemen before the 
meeting, many of them handing 
out campaign cards. Only 
Stephens, however, set up a head- 
quarters. He established a greet- 
ing room next to the meeting 
reom and offered soft drinks as 
refreshments to all who entered.

Charles de Gauule for governing occupied parts of France was

Plans have been approved for 
military government in The Neth- 
erlands, Norway and Belgium. 

An unofficial but thoroughly re- 
liable informant said that \ the 
French proposals were believed to 
have been approved by Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, supreme 
invasion commander, and that the 
British had been awaiting an okay 
by President Roosevelt for some 
weeks. | 

An Allied section known in the 
Mediterranean as AMG has been 
revamped under the title of “Civil 
Affairs for Western Front Opera- 
tion” and many features to which 
exiled governments of occupied 
countries objected have been re- 
moved. ° 


The Allies quickly reached 
agreement with Belgium, The 
Netherlands and Norway. Under 
the new plan, Allied military gov- 
ernment officers will g@ in with 
invasion troops and take charge 
of an operations area immediate- 
ly behind the front, They will be 
assisted by Dutch, Norjegian or 
Belgian officers trained in Allied 
Military Government sdhools. 

When an area is far énough be- 
hind the front to be ng longer in 
danger of becoming a battle zone, 
it will be turned over to the 
Dutch, Belgian or Norwegian mili- 
tary government, as the case may 
be, The territory will be governed 
by its own country’s military, who 
will be responsible to the Allied 


command to'see that the area re- 
mains peaceful and efficiently ad- 
ministered, 

The Dutch and Norwegians have 
complete trained military govern- 
ment organizations ready to take 
over. The Belgians have a smaller 
force and, because of Man power 
shortage, have had to depend 
more for help by British and 
American officers. 

Should a country be freed en- 
tirely and become inoperational, 
miljtary control jwould be passed 
directly back to'the civilian gov- 
ernment. 

Partial Approval. . 

De Gaulle’s French National 
Committee made a similar pro- 
posal which, after some adjust- 
ments, has been approved by the 
British and the Allied supreme 
command, / 

The French lack trained offi- 
cers to take over the military gov- 
ernment and desire to move in di- 
rectly with a civilian organization, 
equipped to execute purges. The. 
Allies objected that this might 
arouse the populace behind the 
front and endanger the military 
position, A compromise was 
reached along the lines of the 
Norwegian and Dutch agreements. 

The French position is compli- 
cated politically because the De 
Gaulle committee never has been 
given full recognition as a gov- 
ernment, This is believed holding 
up President Roosevelt's approval 
of the French agreement.

This, at least, is the current 


portrait of Adolf Hitler's master 


race as painted, by a Swiss writer in an: article appearing in this 
week's influential. Zurich publication, Weltwoche. 


The Nazi strong men have con- 
jured up, says the writer, demons, 
spirits and sprites to be dangled 
before the nervous Germans, to 
encourage or tO warn them. The 
most powerful of these pseudo- 
demons is “Judah,” the  heredi- 
tary enemy—the personification of 
evil, “Judah”, occupies a place of 
ever-increasing importance, it 
seems, while: the person of Der 
Fuehrer—the spirit of all that is 
good and excellent—retires to the 
background. 


Demon No. 2 is international 
capitalism, commonly dubbed 
plutocracy. German propagandists 
never have taken the trouble to 
prove how Bolshevism and plutoc- 
racy came to collaborate against’ 
Germany, but the fact remains 
that these,two second-rate de- 
mons are in the gervice of the 
spirit of evil—international jewry 
—the Moloch who wishes to see 
the world in ashes at his feet. 


Some Minor Sprites. 

This up-to-date Olympus also 
has minor sprites in his service 
who are always on the lookout 
to destroy the interests of the 
Third Reich. One is called Koh- 
lenklau, or coal thief. He is 
caricatured in the German news- 
papers as an Apache. He is a 
naughty goblin who encourages 
workers and housewives to neglect 
economy measures and to use 
more fuel than is strictly neces- 
sary. A spirit of German na- 
tionality, Kohlenklau combats 
Reich ordinances with diabolic 
cleverness. 

There is also a witch with 
black, dank locks, called Miese. 
She appears among those house- 
wives who wait for hours in 
queues before half-empty shops 
and pass their time carping and 


songs. These Miese-haunted wom- 
en also refuse to donate to the 
innumerable collections for the 
benefit of the regime, and above 
all—an inflience which must be 


he sees you and listeng to all you 
say to your friends. Take care. 
Close your mouth and don’t be- 
lieve everything whispered to you, 
Whosoever hawks such news be- 
trays his country and merits chas- 
tisement.” 

Thus the German people see the 
plutocratic, capitalist demon bomb 
day and night in the West— 
despite the weekly articles of Dr. 
Joseph Goebbels. In the East they 
see the Bolshevik demon contin- 
ually thrusting back the German 
Generals, specialists in victory 
though they are, to such a point 
that the front is now nearer Ber- 
lin than Stalingrad. 

Millions of German soldiers, who 
once believed in the somnambulis- 
tic infaltibility of their illustrious 
Fuehrer, have fallen victim to the 
‘Bolshevik demon and in vain are 
divisiong upon divisipns sacrificed 
in an attempt to break the Rus- 
sians’ advance, 


Demons Growing Stronger. 

The Swiss writer sees the pow- 
er of all these demons growing 
stronger, the German people be- 
coming more and more hag-rid- 
den. These, says he, are spirits 
of vengeance, like those who 
warh sailors on the high seas 
that their ships are about to 
founder. But the demons let 
loose by Hitler not only announce 
the doom impending; they help 
wreck the ship. 

The Swiss writer reminds his 
readers that there are men in 
Germany who still think realis- 
tically — generals, diplomats, in- 
dustrialists—agnd who seek to es- 
cape this cloying atmosphere of 
mythology and come down to 
earth. There has been much 
made of rumored peace feelers 
in Ankara, Lisbon and elsewhere. 

The logical sense of evolution 
wills, however, he concludes, that 
the German people must combat 
today not only real and actual 
powers, but also the demons and 
spirits which National Socialism, 
with criminal playfulness, has 
conjured up.

The buried city originally had 
25,000 people, and two-thirds of 
the whole city has been dug out. 
The preserved part surely must 
be almost a mile square. Pompeii, 
as you know, was buried by a 
rain of ashes and dust and cin- 
ders that covered the city 20 to 24 
feet deep and smothered every- 
body to death. 

The eruption didn’t come from 
Vesuvius, as most people think, 
but from Vesuvius’ sister volcano, 
named Somma, now extinct. The 
burying took place in 79 A. D. 
and the ruins weren’t rediscovered 
until the Eighteenth Century.

WAR WOUND STUDY 
BEGUN FOR DATA ON 
BETTER PROTECTION 


Objectives Include Improved 
Treatment, Possibly Armor, 
Weapon Efficiency. 


WASHINGTON, March 2 (AP). 
—To ascertain the body areas 
“most likely to be hit under vari- 
ous battle conditions,” the Army 
is planning an extensive study of 
the character of war wounds— 
among the. dead as well as the 
living casualties. 

Objectives include possible. pro- 
vision of body armor for the most 
vulnerable spots, better treatment 
of wounds, and new knowledge 
about the relative efficiency of 
various weapons, 

The bulletin of the Army’s med- 
ical department today urged med- 
ical officers‘to furnish as much 
data as possible on the location of 


wounds, types of missile involved, 
and terrain and weather condi- 
tions when the wound was made, 

Underlining the importance of 
obtaining data on wounds among 
the dead, the bulletin said: 

“As the dead were not examined, 
it is believed that wounds of oth- 
er parts—abdomen, head and tho- 
rax—fatal to a greater degree, 
were more frequent than appears 
in the records.”

Around 100 bombs have fallen 
within old Pompeii since the war. 
The ruins, of course, have never 
been deliberately bombed by either 
side. The bombs that fell inside 
the walls were strays. Actually, 
not much damage has been done. 
But our guide, spotting Maj. 
Brand as an Air Force man, made 
four or five deadpan but subtle 
digs about the bombings. All we 
could do was wink at each other.

Dozens of smail parties were 
wandering around the ruins, each 
with a guide, and all composed of 
military people on leave. 


Down the street came a British 
brigadier smoking, a pipe and a 
Scot officer wearing kilts.

Will Palestine Be Closed? 


/ 
On the last day of this month, unless there is 
a change in policy, immigration of Jews into 


Palestine will come to an end. 


Word of this ban must sound like a ‘death 
knell to the ears of those relatively few Jews 
who have escaped, or hope to escape, from Hit- 
ler’s Burope, where extermination of their people 
is the order of the day. Because immigration to 
other countries has been curtailed, Palestine has 
become their great hope; particularly since the 
country has been developed from desert land to 
modern cities and farm colonies through Zionist 
enterprise. Yet, by the terms of the White Paper 
issued by the British Government on May 17, 
1939, this refuge will be barred, except:to some 
30,000 who hold immigration certificates issued 
under the quota, 

The White Paper, according to a speech by 
Winston Churchill in 1939, when he was a mem- 
ber of Parliament, was a “lamentable act of de- 
fault.” He called it “a plain breach of a solemn 
declaration”—the Balfour Declaration, in which 
Britain in 1917 approved creation of a “Jewish 
national home” in Palestine. But at the same 
time, other and conflicting pledges had been 
made to the Arabs, to win their support in the 
First World War. 

The White Paper was. not a war measure; it 
was an attempt, akin to Munich, to appease the 
Arabs, who had become restive under Axis prop- 
aganda. Yet when war came, the British got 
very little help from the Arabs, while Palestine’s 
Jewish minority gave substantial assistance, 
Strangely enough, however, Britain is continu- 
ing the White Paper policy which its present 
Prime Minister once unreservedly denounced. 

Aside from the humanitarian considerations, 
the United States has a direct concern in this 
matter. Congress approved the Balfour Declara- 
tion, signed a treaty recognizing Britain as hold- 
ing the Palestine mandate and a further treaty 
providing that no changes should be made in the 
region’s status without this country’s consent. 


_A resolution hence is pending in the House urg- 


ing that the United States use its good offices 
to the end that the doors of Palestine shall not 
be closed to Jewish immigration. 

Relations with the Arabs may still be delicate, 
but the fact remains that they have benefited 


‘from the development of Palestine, and have in- 


creased in numbers there since the Zionist proj- 


ects began. “The crucial issue now is preserving - 


Palestine as a haven for victims of Nazi persecu- 
tion, and this can be done only by’ Britain’s abro- 
gation of its 1939 White Paper. 
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Note for a Future Day 

Memorandum for the making of the peace: The 
future welfare of the world will depend not 
so much on anything we may do to the Germans 
or the Japanese as on what we do to ourselves, 
It will depend upon our making ourselves stay 
on whatever job we start; with a citizenship 
strong enough to demand a firm international 
policy, and enlightened enough not to allow the 
economy of any nation to deteriorate to the fight- 
ing point; and with ag Army, Navy and air force 
strong enough to back up our words, 
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Up and Atom! 


It is in the sober-seeming middle of an article 
on atom-smashing, by Orlando Aloysius Battista 
in The Nation, that the reader finds himself un- 
steadily scanning and re-scanning this sentence: 
“The human body is so fujl of empty spaces that 
if we removed all of them from Joe Louis, he 
would shrink to the size of an aspirin tablet.” 

_ Fantastic, of course, that anybody would want 
to do that to Joe, Good old Joe. It’s not Joe 
we're worried about, though. It’s not aspirin 
tablets, either—solid, substantial, familiar aspirin 
tablets, man’s best friend. It’s just the disquiet- 
ing discovery that what we have suspected from 
time to time about great empty spaces is—well, 
true. Ninety-nine and nine-tenths per cent of 
us isn’t here. And the Little Man Who Wasn't 
There turns out, after all, to be one of the boys 
who just happened to get it in the empty spaces 
a little ahead of time. 

Obviously, the only thing to do is to watch 
out for.any empty-space removers who mfght 
be operating in the neighborhood, Every man 
for himself, of course.

‘The Peace Terms Are Political . 


Take your pick of three theories as to why the 
Soviet peace terms offered Fifland are so lenient, 
or settle for a combination of all of them. 

One version, not too generous to Russia, is 
that Moscow is so anxious to get Finland out 
of the war that Mme, Kollontay was told to 
present the gentlest of demands, and those sotto 
voce. Another is that Stalin is trying to impress 
the Western Allies by his sweetly reasonable 
recognition of the sdvereignty of small nations, 
and to curry favor with pro-Finnish Americans, 
A third is that the terms stem from the fre- 
quently enunciated Russian principle of live-and- 
let-live, so long as neighboring governments 
pursue “a friendly policy toward the ‘Soviet 
Union” (Molotov on Finland, November, 1939). 


Assigning to the Kremlin the most realistic . 


motives, the third theory seems most likely. 
Generosity to Finland now is a bid for har- 
monious relations with Finland later. It follows 
a line of thought laid down by Lenin in 1917, 
under quite opposite circumstances, Lenin's 
words then were, “We say: Russian people, don’t 
dare violate Finland; no nation can be free if 
it oppresses other nations.” 

The terms, which Britain has passed ‘upon in 
observance of the Russo-British pact, suggest no 
occupation of major Finnish cities, no. northward 
movements by Red Army units unless “invited” 
to intern Nazi forces, and leave to future negotia- 


tions in Moscow three thorny questions: repara- 


tions, Finnish demobilization, the disposition of 
the Petsamo region, which has served as a base 
of operations against convoys to Murmansk, 

On these three scores, the smart politics played 
by Stalin are at their most effective. Obviously, 


‘if Finland is to continue under the military dic- 


tatorship of a Nazified, Germanophile army 


which has had a bloody record at home since 1918 - 


and no real. popular support, that army will have 
to be destroyed, Petsamo will have to be consid- 
ered on the basis of Russian security, and repara- 
tions are likely to be steep. If, on the other 
hand, the more liberal forces in Finland are soon 


transcendent, future negotiations in Moscow will 
be far more generous, 

' What Stalin says, in effect, is this; Take 
hold, you Social Democrats, you pophiar parties 
and leaders. Push from power the Fascist ruling 
clique, the disciples of Mannerheim who have 
never really represented you, and your burdens 
will be lighter at the peace-making. 
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Strange Travels of Big Money 

It is odd how, under certain circumstances, 
big money prefers to travel in the form of cash 
rather than by check or bank draft; 

It was so in the shady deals of the Union 
Electric lobbyists, when lawyers cashed big 
checks at their banks and handed over the cur- 
rency to help swell the $600,000 corruption fund 
the utility dished out so lavishly to office-holders 
and politicians. 

When the insurance combine decided on 
bribery as a means of dipping its hands into 10 
millions of excess premiums it had collected 
illegally from the people, its agents in Chicago 
sent $360,000 to Missouri in currency, the kind 
of money that passes from hand to hand, leav- 
ing no tell-tale record of where it came from or 
where it is going. | 

Now, after years of darkness, the Post-Dispatch 
turns the light on the travels of another large 
amount, this time $300,000, It, too, was in 
currency. It came from Chicago. It was carried 
furtively in cohkt pockets, in $1000 bills. The 


messenger made three trips, and on at least one 
_occagion he handed the cash over to the man 


for whom it was intended in a St. Louis hotel 
room, His memory is vague on other details. 
But of this he is certain: he did not know for 
what purpose this cashg was sent from Chicago 
to St. Louis; he thought perhaps it was a fee 
for services performed by the recipient, a 
lawyer. And the man he named as recipient is 
dead. 

It is known that this money cme from the 
old Utilities Power & Light Corporation, the 
much-manipulated holding company through 
which Promoter Harley L. Clarke exploited a 
group of subsidiaries, among them the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. of St. Louis. It is not usual that 
such big money is transferred without value re- 
ceived. What was bought with the $300,000 is 
at the moment a mystery. 

As this fund, and some of the circumstances 
of its travels, came to the notice of agents of the 
Securities and Exchange Commission, it may be 
presumed that the diligent income-tax unit of 
the Treasury long ago traced it to the ultimate. 
beneficiaries, who suffered nothing more than 
the painful disgorging of a substantial portion 
of the gain. But under the law, all this is a 
deep, dark secret, 

Just why the SEC went no further into the 
matter is unknown. It could have developed 
the whole story. It chose, however, to drop the 
inguiry. What+so much money was used to pay 
for under such dark and mysterious circum-

| Coed’ Work, and Bad 


The good and the bad balance the scales in the 
latest committee decisions on measures which 
will be recommended to the Constitutional Con- 
vention for submission to the voters. 

On one hand is the progressive step of the 
Finance Committee, recommending that all Mis- 
souri municipalities have the right to issue 
revenue bonds for construction or purchase of 
utility plants when a majority of those voting 
on the question are in favor of doing so. This 
measure, if accepted by the convention and 
adopted’ by the people, will remove a long-stand- 
ing discriminatory provision under which the 
smaller cities could issue such bonds only when 
approved by two-thirds of the, voters, It puts 
the cities on equal basis with the private utilities, 
which may obtain municipal franchises by ma- 
jority vote. 

Offsetting the gain, the same committee 

weakly failed to correct one d@ the major ills” 
in the State’s fiscal system—the scattering of 
the assessment and collection of taxes among 
some 15 separate agencies. Under the enlight- 
ened plan tentatively agreed to by the Committee 
on the Executive Department, there would be a 
Finance Department, whose head would ap- 
pointed by the Governor, It was hoped the col- 
lection pf all taxes would be consolidated in this 
department by constitutional provision, 
- Instead, the committee would merely give the 
Finance Department supervision over collection 
of taxes, leaving it within the power of the Leg- 
islature to delegate actual collection to hosts of 
county and local officers, who thereby would 
enjoy fat fees and the opportunity to build up 
powerful political machines. The Legislature 
would have the power to turn over to the Fi- 
nance’ Department the collection of all taxes, 
but, under such strong political pressures as 
caused the rejection of Gov, Donnell’s consolida- 
tion bills in 1943, it could hardly be expected to 
do 80, 

The convention as a whole will have the op- 
portunity, and certainly owes the obligation to 
the people, to undo the disappointing work of its 
committees, as well as to approve the good work. 
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Hitler has barred bombed-out Germans from 
his Berchtesgaden, and Himmler has barred them 
from his Tegernsee, They weren't talking about

The agitation of a small but very vocal 
minority of Americans of Polish descent 
has created the impression that Polish- 
Americans are opposed to President Roose- 
velt’s and Secretary Hull’s efforts to 
achieve a permanent understanding be- 
tween the United States and the Soviet 
Union. 

This minority is inspired by Polish poli- 
ticians, who held office under the semi- 
Fascist regimes. They see in an American- 
Soviet ‘conflict the only chance of a politi- 
cal comeback, Unfortunately, this agitation 
is supported by most of the official repre- 
sentatives of the Polish Government-in- 


Exile, officials who were put into office. 


by the anti-democratic regime which ruled 
Poland before the war. Under the influ- 
ence of this agitation, a minority of Amer- 
icens of Polish descent has been led to be- 
lieve that the American Government wants 
to “sell out” Poland to Russia. 


It is not difficult to show that American- 
Soviet friendship is in the interest of the 
Polish nation. For what can the Polish 
people gain from an American-Soviet con- 
flict? All they can gai 
the war, prolongation ®#f the German oc- 
cupation of Poland, of an occupation un- 
der which the Polish people are being mur- 
dered daily by the thousands, jailed, mis- 
treated and starved into extinction. If the 
German rule over Poland continues for 
long, the Polish race will be destroyed 
biologically, Poland will be weakened be- 
yond repair for all future generations, 


Old Doubts Are Antiquated 


Many Poles have had grave doubts about 
the Soviet Union's attitude toward Poland’s 
independence. These doubts are strongly 
rooted in past Polish history, aid we must 
admit that in past Russian-Polish relations, 
there has been plenty to justify them. 

They are, however, unfounded with re- 
gard to the Soviet Union, This is shown 
by the history of revolutionary Russia, The 
Polish struggle for freedom has a long his- 
tory of active co-operation with the Rus- 
sian revolutionary movement, Next to Wij- 
son’s 14 points, Poland owes her independ- 
ence to the Russian revolution. 

In this war, the Soviet Government has 
repeatedly asserted its desire to see Po- 
land strong and independent. Many Poles 
have found it difficult to believe these as- 
sertions, and so have many Americans. The 


stumbling block is the dileged “stab in the 


back” dealt by the Soviet forces after the 
Polish Government had fled and abandoned 
the Polish people. 


No “Stab in the Back” 


The truth is that there was no “stab in 
the back.” When the Red Army entered 
the territory of the Polish Republic, the 
Polish Army had been defeated and vir- 
tually destroyed. The only alternative left 
was whether these territories should be 
occupied by the Germans, who might use 
the Ugrainian and White Ruthenian popu- 
lation of these territories for building up 
an anti-Soviet irredenta, or whether they 
would become part of the Soviet Union's 
strategic frontiers. The Soviet Union did 
not “stab in the back” Polarid any more 
than we “stabbed in the back” Denmark 
by occupying Iceland.

doubts have been allayed once and forever 
by the Moscow and Teheran agreements, 
By signing the Moscow statement, the So- 
viet Government has undertaken, together 
with the United States, Great Britain and 
China, to respect the independence of Po- 
land. 


It has done so once more in its treaty 
of alliance with Czechoslovakia, which.con- 
tains an open invitation for Poland to come 
in as a third partner, Therefore, those 
Pblish-Americans who oppose the Moscow 
and Teheran agreements, or the Czecho- 
slovak-Soviet alliance, act not only against 
the interests of the United States, but 
also against the best interests of Poland. 


They Come as Liberators 


The Soviet Union, however, has done 
more than guarantee the independence of 
Poland, It is also instrumental in Poland's 
liberation. The victorious Red Army is 
rolling Hitler’s armies back into Germany. 
In this task it will be assisted by the Polish 
people, by the Polish underground move- 
ment, partisans, people’s guards and other 


' Polish ¢ pry organizations. 


There not the slightest doubt that the 
whole Polish people will welcome the Rdd 
Army as an army of liberation and give it 
full and loyat support-Eivery Pole in the 
world will rejoice over it, and so, I can 
assure you, will all Americans of Polish 
descent, except perhaps a few, very few, 
misled divisionists, 

The Red Army will not come to Poland 
alone. It will be accompanied by. Polish

Study of Classical Architecture 


In Early Days of Our Republic 


“Greek Revival Architecture in America,” by Tal 
bot Hamlin, (Oxford University Press, New York.) 
The author of this book happily combines 

two traditions: that of the historian and 
scholar and that of the practicing archi- 
tect experienced in the problems of struc- 
ture and design. Throughout, Mr. Hamlin 
has made clear the various influences 
brought to bear on the rise and fall of 
this first genuinely American style of ar- 
chitecture, which had its inception in the 
days, of the Republic’s “eager and search- 
ing adolescence.” 

Thomas Jefferson was, of course, the 
pioneer and apostle of the classical as 
against the lingering baroque ideal, and 
with his designs for the Virginia Capitol, 
Monticello and the University of Virginia, 
gave to American architecture something 
new in terms of quiet graciousness and 
sobriety of taste. Other contemporary ama- 
teurs such as George Washington and Dr. 
William Thornton shared Jefferson's en- 
thusiasm, and their influence and that of 
others is carefully traced.

A rapid spread of the style was ac 
complished by ever-quicker modes of trans- 
portation, which brought it practically 
simultaneously to the great centers like 
Washington, Boston, Philadelphia and New 


York, and to whole regions. Each re . 


gional manifestation is discussed in some 
detail, and the numerous cross<urrents’ of 
men and localities are made clear. 

The term “Greek ReVival” is somewhat 
of a misnomer, since quite obviously the 
style was so much more than a mere re 
vival. True, a Greek vocabulary was 
but with such freedom that it developed 
practically into a native architectural 
tongue in which the ideals and needs of 
early nineteenth-century America could 
achieve appropriate expression. It flour- 
ished from approximately 1820 to 1850. 

Its practitioners were the first genera- 
tion of trained professional architects -in 
this country in the modern sense of the 
word. Their work was developed against 
a background of a classical education whith 
was considered the natural approach 
toward attaining the ideals and aspira- 
tions of our New World. Unfortunately, 
architecture became itself the subject of 
intellectual speculation and throughout the 
country papers and articles were written 
about it, to its ultimate harm,

The increasing tendency to documenta- 
tion which restricted design within schol 
arly boundaries, the development of slums 
attendant on immigration and the Indus 
trial Revolution, and the ignorance of the 
newly rich, with their competitive and pure- 
ly imitative ideas, all had their share in 
engulfing and overwhelming the architect. 
Eclecticism followed, with an 
and tragic separation of architectural de- 
sign and structural considerations to «a 
point where the most superficial taste éould 
be expressed with utter lack of logic from 
the point of view of structure and the use 
of materials. 

The story of the rise and fall of this civi- 
lized and charming style, still spiritually 
close to designers of our own time, is re 
plete with interest to laymen and profes 


sionals alike.

OBERT HANNEGAN, Demo-

E. Spangler. These two dissimilar 
men had a little mattér of private 
business to settle between them- 
selves. 

Hannegan walked the three 
blocks from Democratic headquar- 
ters in the Mayflower Hotel to the 
big converted residence on Con- 
necticut avenue that the G. Q. P. 
has taken over. What Hannegan 
saw at Republican headquarters 
surprised him. He came back to 
report that if the Republicans had 
as much money from wealthy con- 
tributors as they were rumored to 
have, they certainly weren't spend- 
ing it on headquarters.

Thus, ter- 
ritorial changes by force were 
considered as a menace to secur- 
ity; so was intervention in the 
political affairs of other nations;

ment after the war. 

Furthermore, the presumption 
of the Atlantic Charter was that

pledged to “all states, great or 
small, victor or vanquished” equal 
access to the trade and raw ma- 
terials of the world (4); afl na- 


tions were assured “the means of 
dwelling in safety within their) 
own boundaries” (6); the unilat-| 
eral disarmament of the Axis was’ 
to be a preface to general disarm- 
ament (8). 


Mr. Churchill’s View. 


Until a few weeks ago, our 
psychological warfare was based 
on the Atlantic Charter, and air- 
men were dropping !caflets with 
lis text over German towns. 

But Mr. Churchill’s speech un- 
does all this. He made the flat 
statement that the Atlantic Char- 
ter does not apply in any sense to 
the enemy. The term “uncondi- 
tional surrender” means that we 
end the war, he explaified, with no 
promises of any kind. We remain 
free to do exactly as we please, 
bound by no principles whatever— 
beyond the assurance, hardly 
necessary to make, that we will 
not behave in a “barbaric” man- 
ner. 

Dr. Goebbels has struggled for 
two years to explain to the Ger- 
man people that the Atlantic 
Charter was window-dressink. He 
can now cease his efforts. 

Now, why do we want to free 
our hands and rid ourselves of all 
commitments? Is it because we 
have a plan for Germany and 
Europe which we prefer not to 
publicize? Or is it because we 
have no plan at all, and wish to 
be free to adjust ourselves to 
events as they may develop? 


German Question Is Vital. 
This question is of primary im-

portance. I am aware that in dis- 
cussing the future of Germany, I 


policy is predicated upon what 
may take. The Soviet Union ob- 
viously cannot- make a unilateral 
decision about Germany. On the 
other hand, it has a unilateral 
policy to follow in case no other 
policies develop, or in case the 
policies that do develop are un- 
satisfactory to the Soviet Union. 

Furthermore, the Soviet Union 
is using its policy as an instru- 
ment of psychological warfare — 
day in and day out. It is not 
throwing it into the wastebasket 
in the middle of the war. That 
policy goes Back to the Free Ger- 
man manifesto of July, 1943; it 
has never changed, and is being 
beamed from Russia to the Ger- 
man armies and people continu- 
ously. That policy advocates the 
establishment of such a strong, 
democratic, national German state 
as the German masses will be pre- 
pared to defend. 


'‘Moscow’s Astute Policy. 


The Moscow propaganda is not 
incompatible with changes of 
But it is incompatible 
with the disintegration of the 
German nation, and it defines un- 
conditional surrender, 

It becomes increasingly clear 
that the Soviets approach the 
question of security from an en- 
tirely different viewpoint than we. 
We base our hopes on the perma- 
nent weakening of the present 
aggressors, 

The Soviets base their hopes 
upon the transformation of the so- 
cial structures of stateg with such 
shifts in the dominant’ classes as 
will seem likely to assure strong 
governments, naturally friendly to 
the Soviet Union. There is no in- 
dication, nor is there any rational 
ground for believing, that they 
wish exclusively to enjoy this fu- 
ture friendship. The Soviet Union 
realizes, perhaps more strongly 
than we, that future peace rests 
upon agreement between the An- 
glo-American powers and itself. 


Nevertheless, if we enter Europe] ' 
without a plan, while the Soviéts || 


have a clear one in reserve, we 
stand to become caught in situa-

COMMUNITY CENTER 


Before Group Action Coun- 
cil by School Official. 


How the preventive approach ‘to 
the problem of juvenile delinquen- 
cy is being adopted by the public 
school system here in its commu- 
nity center program was  de- 
scribed by Alfred O. Anderson, di- 
rector of recreation for the Board 
of Education, at a meeting spon- 
sored by the Group Action Coun- 
cil of St. Louis at Mullanphy 
School, 4225 Shaw boulevard, last 
night. . 

This program, designed to fur- 
nish wholesome recreational op- 
portunities for boys and girls of 
the age of 14 or more, makes use 
of public school buildings in the 
various city neighborhoods one or 
two nights each week. Athletic 
facilities, rooms for handcraft 
hobbyists and space for dancing 
are made available to teen-age res- 
idents of the community under the 
supervision of their elders. 

“The theory that an ounce of 
pleasure we provide for ourselves 
is worth pounds of pleasure pro- 
vided by others is followed by the 
organizers of these centers in 
placing the initiative for the type 
of program enjoyed in the hands 
of a junior council made up of the 
teen-agers themselves,” he said. 
A senior council, consisting of 
representatives of the churches 
and social and civic organizations 
in the community, has only a su- 
pervisory function. 

Anderson declared that the pub- 
lic schools have all the physical 
facilities necessary to the com- 
plete operation of the community 
center program but expressed a 
crying need for adult volunteers, 
particularly those with some tal- 
ent in the field of sewing, cook- 
ing, dancing, ,music, dramatics, 
nursing and Wandcraft, who will 
make themsélves available one or 
two nights a week in these com- 
munity centers. 

Giving emphasis to this appeal 
were four teen-age girls from 
three of the centers who explained 
to the audience the type of activ- 
ities they wanted for their par- 
ticular centers. ‘They were vir- 
tually unanimous in listing knit- 
ting, contract bridge, table set- 
ting, dramatics, glee clubs, first 
aid, sketching, sculpture, in addi- 
tion to dancing and athletft games, 
as the forms of recreation most 
enjoyed and desired by their group. 

Anderson expressed the hope 
that the public response to his 
appeal would be sufficient to ex- 
pand the present program from 
the six centers now established at 
Clinton-Peabody, Mullanphy, Dun- 
bar, Mallinckrodt, Horace Mann 
and Carondelet schools to 50 others 
altogether. The success of the 
program he believed would be de- 
termined within the next few 
months.

Circumstances of the death in 
an airplane crash in China of 
Capt. Charles L. Waugh of St. 
Louis early this year and the un- 
usual funeral services conducted 
for him and his four comradeg 
were related today in an Asso-» 
ciated Press dispatch from the 
Fourteenth Air Force headquar- 
ters. 

Capt. Waugh, an _ intelligence 
officer and former special tax at- 
torney for St. Louis, died in a 
Mitchell ‘bomber just returned 
from a sweep against Japanese 
shipping. An air raid forced the 
pilot to take off from the base 
field again a moment after the 
bomber had landed safely. While 
the plane was circling away from 
the field a storm broke suddenly. 
The big ship pitched, tossed and 
crashed, 

The burial service on a sloping 
field near the Fourteenth Air 
Force base was the first of its 
kind ever held for American sol- 
diers in the China theater.

Island, N. Y. Sgt. Albert E. Dano- 
vitz of Philadelphia was a Jew.

Harry B. Mitchell of the Civil 
Service Commission said there was 
nothing unusual about it, It was 
handled in the customary way, he 
said, There is now pending an

Doctor on 
Pulse Test 
For Flyers

QUERY comes as to what 
A the Schneider test is. I take 

the answer from a recent 
book Fighting Fitness—A Prelim- 
inary Training Guide, by C. Ward 
Crampton,. M. D. (published in 
1944 by Whittlesley House, New 
York). 

An?’ aviator must pass the 
Schneidér test to enter service. A 
Schneider rating is frequently 
made on aviators and if one fails 
he is grounded. 

Major Schneider, who designed 
the test, worked with aviators 
during the first World War at 
Mineola. He used the regular test 
of comparing pulse-rates and 
blood pressures in two positions, 
standing and lying down. But he 
felt that he could get more infor- 
mation as to their physical condi- 
tion by increasing the tests to six. 
The result of these gives the 
Schneider index. Three points 
credit is given for each one. 


TEST 1. Pulse rate lying down. 
Most great athletes have slow 
pulses, Cunningham's heart rate 
is 45 to 48. Long distance run- 
ners, fighters, bic racers—all 
who have to have endurance usu- 
ally have slow pulses. 

Lie down, relax, shut the eyes. 
The pulse is taken minute by min- 
ute until it appears to be as slow 
as it is going to get. This takes 
about five aminutes, The credits 
are 50 to 70*equal plus 3. 70 to 
80 equals plus 2. 80 to 90 equals 
plus 1. 90 to 100 equals 0. 


TEST 2. Increase of the pulse 
in standing. Rise and stand for 
two minutes to allow the pulse to 
assume a uniform rate. Count 
the pulse by quarter minutes. 
When two consecutive 15-second 
counts are the same multiply by 4. 
This gives the rate of the pulse 
for one minute. Compare with 
the pulse while lying down. The 
less the pulse increases on stand- 
ing the better. Cunningham’s 
pulse goes along like Old Man 
River—the same lying or stand- 
ing. Credits—If the pulse in- 
creases only up to 10 beats equals 
plus 3. If it increases above 15 
to 20 beats equals plus 1 (and if 
it has been fast while lying minus 


). 

TEST % Standing pulse rate. 
If the pulse is slow standing more 
credit is given than if it is slow 
while lying down. 


TEST 4. Pulse rate after exer- 
cise. Provide a stool or chair 
18% inches high. Put the right 
foot on top of the chair. In 15 
seconds bring the left foot up and 
stand on the chair, and bring it 
down again. Repeat every three 
seconds, 

The pulse rate is counted at the 
end of this exercise, Credits—In 
general depending on what the 
pulse rate was before the test an 
increase of 10 beats only gives a 
3+ credit. Increase of 20 beats or 
over usually means 2+ credit, but 
if the pulse rate is over 90 to begin 
with, the credit is 0 on an increase 
of 20 beats. 


TEST 6. Return of the pulse to 
normal after exercise, Endurance 
athletes may slow the pulse rate 
down from 160 to 80.in one minute 
after a prolonged grind. The 
Schneider test gives 3+- credit. if 
it returns to normal in 30 sec- 
onds, 2+ if it returns in 60 sec- 
onds, 1+ if it returns in 90 sec- 
onds, 


TEST 6. Blood pressure record 
lying and standing. If the pres- 
sure rises in the standing position 
the test is good, If it falls bad. 

The Schneider test shows up ex- 
cessive smoking, lack of sleep, 
worry—any factors that make for 
softness.

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

ESTERDAY afternoon I went 
4 é to an exhibit prepared by the 

United Nations Committee for 
Greater New York. In an empty 
store, they have set up a model 
which anyone who looks it over 
will be interested in. The map on 
the wall with the lights going on 
and off is the‘ first thing that 
catches your eye, 

The object of the committee is 
to reach the man in the street by 
visual education, and with as few 
words as possible to show the need 
of world co-operation. The com- 
mittee has succeeded, , 

I think if we could set up little 
peace centers with a model of this 
kind in every district of our big 
cities and in all small communi- 
ties, it would keep constantly be- 
fore us the things that ar@ neces- 
sary if the world is to remain at 
peace, both from the military and 
economic standpoints. Then we 
could have a section for changing 
exhibits where controversial sub- 
jects, either foreign or domestic, 
could be presented for the periods 
of time when they are under dis- 
cussion with the arguments on 
both sides clearly shown, but no 
conclusions drawn. That would be 
a way of making people think 
about public questions, and would, 
I hope, increasd our efficiency. as 
citizens. 

Chelsea is the first place in the 
Borough of Manhattan to have this 
exhibit, at 420 West Twenty-third 
street. It will be sent to other 
parts of the city, but it seems 
to me that it might be an interest- 


ing project for schools and agen- 
cies in different sections to get 
together and make similar exhibits 
for themselves which could re- 
main permanently in each area. 
Then the current events classes 
might 'be constantly making and 
changing exhibits on contemporary 
subjects with the help of outside 
agencies. It is an interesting idea 
in citizenship education which may 
prove useful, 


In the evening I interviewed 
Miss Mary K. Browne of tennis 
fame at the Red Cross rally in 
Madison Square Garden. She is 
now even better known to thou- 
sands of men as one of the best 
Red Cross club and canteen di- 
rectors in the South and South- 
west Pacific. Mr. John Golden 
and Mr. G. 8, Eyssell, with the 
aid of the facilities of Radio City 
music hall, put on a wonderful 
show and managed to give the 
public a fine dramatic evening, 
making the moments when various 
serious speeches wére made more 
enjoyable for the audience. 


Gov. Dewey made a fine ad- 
dress. To me, the most moving 
tory was told by a field director 
bout a colored Sergeant who died 
in Italy doing his job. The Mayor 


presented the heroes of the eve-' 


ning with a warmth of feeling 
subscribed to by everyone in the 
audience. Our servicemen stood 
there looking so young, and so 
typically American that I doubt 
if there were many hearts that 
did not beat faster or many eyes 
that did not fill with tears.

AKED HAM is meat that can 
B play a dramatic role for either 

guest or family meals. There 
is no cookery so changed, and 
changed for the better, as that 
for ham. Baking is one of the 
best methods, but it needs to be 
done well if the flavor and ap- 
pearance are to be superior. That 
trick of wrapping in paper and 
standing the ham up with cut side 
flat down on baking pan, and 
cooking at a low temperature, are 
the secrets for juicy ham with a 
minimum of shrinkage. The re- 
moval of the skin, which requires 
patience; the scoring and the bast- 
ing with a sweet sugar mixture, 
and then the careful watching 
while the ham is put in the oven 
to glaze beautifully, are, what. is 
needed to produce the luxurious 
appearance, 


Baked Ham. 


Six-pound butt half of ham, one- 
half cup brown sugar, two table- 
spoons vinegar, one-half teaspoon 
dry mustard, 

Wrap ham in waxed paper and 
place, cut side down, on rack in 
uncovered pan. Roast in 325-de- 
gree oven for 25 minutes to the 
pound. One-half hour before done, 
unwrap, remove rind, score fat and 
cover with a mixture made from 
Sugar, vinegar and mustard. Con- 
tinue baking until sugar browns 
and glazes the ham. Serve with 
raisin sauce. Three servings to 
the pound. 


For Sauce. 


One-half cup seedless raisins, 
oné and one-half cups water, juice 
of one lemon, juice of one orange, 
one-eighth teaspoon orange rind, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, one- 
fourth teaspoon cinnamon, one- 
eighth teaspoon cloves, one-half 
cup brown sugar, two teaspoons 
cornstarch, one tablespoon ham 
fat. 

Soak raisins one-half hour in 
one and one-half cups water, then 
cook for 15 minutes in same wa- 
ter. Add lemon and orange juice 
and grated rind of orange. Mix 
salt and spices with sugar and 
cornstarch and add a little cold 
water.

IF YOU ARE a careful cook 


ou will be able to can grapefruit 
successfully. The first require- 
ment is to have heavy, fine tex- 
tured fruit; then these need to 
be sectioned out carefully, and 
last they need to be packed care- 
fully into sterile jars, sealed and 
then . pasteurized. Pasteurization 
means processing the fruit at 180 
degrees, which means 32 degrees 
below boiling, It is best to use a 
thermometer, to ascertain just 
when you have the right tempera- 
ture. Any candy thermometer will 
serve this purpose. 

Canned Grapefruit. 

Remove peel from grapefruit 
just as you would from an apple, 
peeling deep enough to remove all 
white membrane, and cut through 
just to the flesh. When finished, 
the juicy ball should show all the 
dividing membranes between sec- 
tions. Cut down on both sides of 
membrane and gently lift out the 
loosened sections, using a very 
sharp paring knife. Save all juice 
which drips out and return to the 
fruit. Make an extra thick syrup 
by heating to boiling one part 


water and two parts sugar. Put
